Sunday, I picked up my helper, Charlie, about 
2:30 a.m. as usual and headed for Salinas to ‘pick up the 
newspapers. We arrived about 2:45 a.m., loaded up my 
old station wagon with about 450 papers and prepared 
to leave. Suddenly the battery was dead and,we went 
nowhere. When you run a schedule as tight as we do on 
Sundays this is pretty disasterous. I pictured irate cus- 
tomers calling up, screaming for their paper, demanding 
service. 

As I live several miles out of town, [ had to wait 
nearly an hour before I got a ride out to my house to 
pick up another car. 

Racing back to town at speeds which would make 
Mario Andretti drool, I arrived just as Charlie and an- 
other guy named Chris, who happened along down the 
street, were finishing folding the papers. We loaded up 
the fresh car and headed out about 4:30 a.m., an hour 
and a half late. ; 

As I bombed into the apartments over on Palma 
Street in my usual fashion, I set down hard on the 
brakes. The most ungodly groan gave out from the car 
I had ever heard and I damn near bought the rear end 
of a new Jaguar. 

Badly shaken, Charlie and I began muttering 
chants, making the sign of the cross, and casting about 
for a stray sheep to sacrifice and appease the gods—or 
a stray virgin just in case we were lucky. 

Seeing none, we undauntedly pressed ever onward. 
Within a few blocks it was obvious this car wasn’t going 
to make it.

The stage is set for the game 
that will probably decide the 
Coast Conference champion- 
ship. 

Gavilan’s Rams will play host 
to Hartnell’s Panthers at the 
Hollister High stadium tomor- 
row night in a football titani 
that will guarantee the victor 
at least a tie in the CC. 

If that isn’t enough to moti- 
vate Hartnell’s chargers, per- 
haps the chance to avenge a 
35-0 loss at the hands of the 
Rams last year which cost the 
Panthers the CC title will be 
sufficient. Kickoff for the cru- 
cial clash will be at. 7:30. 

Gavilan this year is loaded 
with talent, as much of its de- 
fense and offense of last year 
remains intact this season. Gav- 
ilan Quarterback Dave Ottmar 
leads the Central Coast in pass- 
ing which includes more than 
20 junior colleges. With a top 
passes, it’s not surprising to 
find lanky Greg Taylor rated 
as one of the best receivers 
around. 

To counter, Hartnell has a 
grinding offensive game and 
respectable passing game. The 
Panthers, led by the state’s sec- 
ond leading ground gainer Al- 


ton Gerard, have amassed a 
huge advantage over previous 
opponents on the ground. In 
six straight contests Gerard has 
rushed for 100-plus yardage in 
averaging a healthy 7.2 per 
carry. 

QB Teresa has rushed for 
two straight 100-yard perform- 
ances, but how well the offense 
can move the ball may be de- 
termined by how well Ron 
Choate and Ray Guttereiz can 
sift through Gavilan’s defense 
to keep them honest. The 
Rams will be out quite assur- 
edly to stop the running of 
Gerard and Teresa. 

The Panther Mean Machine 
defense .will be out to stop the 
Ram offense. When it gets 
right down to the nitty-gritty, 
though, how well Jim Shires, 
Ted Uchida and Jeff Lear can 
stop the prolific Ram passing 
will be a major factor. Hart’s 
defense line can expect no pic- 
nic, however, as Gavilan sports 
a rushing attack with a premier 
runner in Ed Estabillo. 

Currently, Gavilan is ranked 
fourth in the state junior col- 
lege poll while Hartnell is 
rated fifth. You can bet those 
rankings won't mean anything 
tomorrow night in Hollister. 


Hartnell opened Coast Con- 
ference play on a winning note 
last Saturday night at the Sa- 
linas High stadium by white- 
washing the Cabrillo College 
Seahawks 27-0. The win upped 
the Panthers’ season mark to 
4-1-1. 

Coach Tony Teresa’s charg- 
ers amassed a total of 380 yards 
in offense while Hart’s defense 
allowed Cabrillo only 156 
yards. The Panthers’  over- 
whelming advantage came in 
the rushing department as 
Hartnell had a 317-138 edge. 


Shires-Uchida Combination 


Five turnovers in pass inter- 
ceptions gave the Hartnell 
squad an all important boost as 
Jim Shires’ three air thefts and 
Ted Uchida’s two stolen passes 
helped lead to vital Panther 
scores. The sharp pass defense 
allowed Cabrillo’s Ken Walker 
to complete only two passes in 
16 attempts. 

It was rugged going in the 
first half and the result was 
Hartnell registering one score in 
the first half. Midway throughly 
the first quarter the Panthers 
mounted a 42-yard march that 
was topped by elusive Mike 
Teresa who swept the right side 
of the Seahawk defense for a 
seven yard touchdown run. 
Neal “Tex” Munn split the up- 
rights for the 7-0 score. 


Mean Machine 


Defense dominated the rest 
of the half as Cabrillo and 


Hartnell stiffly resisted offen- 
sive play. Mean machine mem- 
bers Chris Elliott, Ron Tate, 
Pete Mazzuca and Pete Ma- 
turino led the plugging up of 
the Cabrillo drives. 

Action picked up early in the 
third period with Quarterback 
Teresa piloting the Panther of- 
fensive machine on an 11-play 
66-yard scoring march. Alton 
Gerard cracked in from the one 


and Munn’s PAT kick put the 


score to 14-0. 
Miscue Spells Doom 

After the kickoff Cabrillo 
failed to move to one first down 
and the Seahawks set up to 
punt the ball to Hartnell. A 
bad snap from center spelled 
further doom for Cabrillo as 
Charlie Hitchcock leveled the 
Seahawk - punter ‘before he 
could get control of the ball. 

Hartnell made good use of 
the miscue following a 13-yard 
burst by Gerard as Ron Choate 
tallied a Hart TD by thunder- 
ing through the middle of the 
Cabrillo defense on a 16-yard 
run to pay dirt.: Munn again 
converted the PAT for the 21-0 
advantage. .
